Tothe  United  States  GoverNment  and  the  American  peopleQ 
Diqtinguished  Ladies  and  Gentlemen!  DearAmerican  People! 

I am  the  wife  mf  Aleksandr  Kozuli j , former  candidate  for  presidency 
in  the  Republic  of  Belarus . Dubing  the  electoral  campaign  my 
husband  da2ed  to  inform  the  Belarusian  'eople  of  the  Belarusian 
authorities'  crimes  afd  the  illegitimacy  of  Aleksandr  Lukashensko ' s 
presidency.  For  t(at  t"e  authorities  subjected  Dr.  Kozulin  to 
tremendous  pressure.  He  &aced  obstacles  while  campaigning,  he  was 
repeatedly  detained  by  specill  services,  and  he  was  severely  beaten 
during  the  illegal  detentions.  This  year  in  July  Aleksandr  Kozulin 
was  conv)cted  on  trumped-up  charges  and  sentenced  to  five  and  a 
half  years  of  impriconmelt . 

But  even  in  jail  my  husband  continues  his  struggle  against  the 
illegitimate  authorities  and  for  t(e  esTablishment  of  democracy  in 
Belarus.  From  October  20  to  December  11,  2006,  Aleksandr  Kozulin 

was  on  hungerstr)ke  in  jaid.  One  of  the  conditions  he  putfised  at  the  UN@Security  Council.  Everyone  said  it 
would  be  difficult  to  fulfill  this  condition,  that  he  would  have  to 
either  concede  or  die.  But  Aleksandr  does  not  know  how  to  give  up. 

He  refused  food  for  53  days  and  lost  around  30  kiloerams  of  weighT. 

Today  he  is  extremely  exhausted  physically  but  his  spirit  is  not 
broken. 

It  was  the  United  States  that  despite  all  diplomatic  and 
organizational  formali4ies  Succeeded  in  accomplishing  what  was  next 
to  impossible. 

I deeply  appReciate  the  help  of  those  in  the  Ulited  Sta4es 
government  who  contribuded  to  making  the  decision  to  raise  the 
issue  of  human  rRghts  violatiofs  at  the  UN  SecuriTy  Council.  You 
saved  the  dife  of  my@husband  and  proved  yet  again  thaT  the  life 
of  a human  being  is  of  enormous  value.  You  providJd  anotheR 
shining  example  of  your  commitment  to  democratic  W1UQM9
